Unless 
otherwise indicated, each regulation of the Governor 
is as prescribed by Governor’s Regulation of April 1,

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Article I 

CARRYING AND KEEPING OF ARMS, AND 

HUNTING 

PROVISIONS OF CANAL ZONE CODE 
Approved June 19, 1934; as Amended 

i itle 5, Sec. 871 Carrying of arms on or about person > 
unlawful. No person shall carry on or about his person 
any firearm or any dirk, dagger, or other knife, or 
other weapon, manufactured or sold for the purpose of 
offense or defense, or any slingshot, air gun, swordcane, 

blackjack, or any knuckles made of metal or other 
hard substance. 

Title 5, Sec. 872 Persons to whom preceding section 

is inapplicable. The next preceding section shall not 

apply: (a) To a person engaged in the military or 

naval service of the United States, or as a peace officer 

or officer authorized to execute judicial process of the 

United States or the Canal Zone, or in carrying mail, 

or in the collection or custody of funds of the United 

States or the Canal Zone, while such officers or persons 

aie engaged in the performance of their respective 
duties; 

(b) To a member of a gun or pistol club organized 
for the promotion of target practice, a certified copy 
of the constitution and bylaws of which has been

approved by the Governor of the Canal Zone and filed 
with the chief of the police * * * division, when 

such member is going to or from a target range or is 
engaged in practice thereat. A certificate of member¬ 
ship in the gun or pistol club shall be issued by the 
organization and approved by the chief of the police 
* * * division, which shall entitle the holder to 

carry firearms as provided in this section; or 

(c) To any person authorized to have or carry arms 
by any permit granted under the terms of this chapter. 

Title 5, Sec. 873 Permits to have and carry arms in 
general. The Governor of the Canal Zone may author¬ 
ize the granting of permits to have and carry arms, as 
follows: (a) To hunt upon the public lands of the 
:anal Zone or upon lands occupied by private persons, 

when authorized by the latter; 

(b) To have arms in residences, offices, business 

places, or plantations; 

(c) To watchmen or overseers of plantations, fac¬ 
tories, warehouses, docks, or piers; and 

(d) To carry arms in private aircraft for hunting or 

protection of crew or cargo. 

Applications for such permits shall be made to the 
Governor, and shall contain the full name, residence, 
and occupation of the applicant. If the applicant is 
a minor a permit shall not be granted without the 
consent of his parent or guardian and no permit shall 
be granted to a minor under 15 years of age. 
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Title 5, Sec. 874 Granting and revocation of hunting 
permits. When an application for a permit to hunt 
is granted by the Governor of the Canal Zone, he shall 
indorse his approval thereon, file the application, and 
cause a permit to be issued to the applicant upon 
payment by him of a fee of $1. The permit shall 
run for the fiscal year in which it is issued except that 

it may be revoked by the Governor at any time for 
cause. 

Title 5, Sec. 875 Hunting pursuant to permit; 
regulation. Hunting permits issued under this chapter 
shall allow the holder thereof to have, carry, and use 
firearms in the area or areas prescribed by the Governor, 
and on the conditions imposed by him under such 
general or special rules and regulations as he may 
issue from time to time. The Governor may designate 
the area or areas of the Canal Zone in which hunting 
is permitted, and the class of arms that may be used 
in hunting therein; and no hunting shall be allowed 
outside of such areas. The Governor may, in such 
general or special rules and regulations, impose such 
other conditions in respect to hunting as he may deem 
necessary in the interests of public order and to prevent 
injury to persons or property. 

Title 5, Sec. 876 Offenses and punishment thereof. 
Any person who: (a) Carries on or about his person 
any of the arms mentioned in section 871 of this title 
without authority under this chapter; 
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(b) Engages in hunting without first obtaining the 
permit provided for in this chapter; or 

(c) After obtaining a hunting permit, engages in 
hunting in violation of the provisions of this chapter 
or any rule or regulation established by the Governor 
hereunder; 

Shall be guilty of a misdemeanor; and any arms 
carried in violation of paragraph (a) of this section 
may be seized, and the court may order their confisca¬ 
tion and destruction. Penalties for violations of this 
chapter shall be in addition to any punishment which 
may be imposed upon the offending person for any 
other offense that he may have committed in con¬ 
nection with the carrying or using of arms in violation 
of this chapter. 

Title 5, Sec. 877 Fire-hunting at night and hunting 
by means of spring or trap; punishment . Every person 
who shall: (a) Hunt at night between the hours of 
sunset and sunrise with the aid or use of a lantern, 
torch, bonfire, or other artificial light; or 

(b) Hunt by the use of a gun or other firearm in¬ 
tended to be discharged by any animal or bird by 
means of a spring, trap, or other similar mechanical 

device; 

Shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. The penalties 
imposed by this section shall be in addition to the 
punishments authorized by the law against carrying 
arms without a permit. 
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REGULATIONS OF GOVERNOR 


As amended by Governor’s Regulation of 

February 28, 1956 

Section 1 Issuance of permits. Permits to have and 

carry arms in the Canal Zone shall be issued by the 

License Section of the Civil Affairs Bureau, Canal Zone 
Government. 

Sec. 2 Applications for permits . Applications must 
state the purpose for which the permit is desired. The 
application of an employee in a government establish¬ 
ment, office, store, or other place of employment, for 
permission to keep arms in such place must be en¬ 
dorsed, in the case of a government employee, by the 
head of the bureau or division in which he is employed, 
or, in the case of an employee of an individual or com¬ 
pany, by the responsible official in charge of the busi¬ 
ness. 

Sec. 3 Kinds of arms allowed under hunting permits. 
Hunting permits shall allow the carrying of rifles and 
shotguns, but not of revolvers or pistols. 

Sec. 4 Areas wherein hunting or use of firearms is 
Prohibited. Hunting or the use of firearms is prohibited: 

(a) Within any townsite; 

(b) Within the Palo Seco Leper Colony; 

(c) Within areas designated as playgrounds, such as 
Far Fan Beach; 

(d) Within any areas specifically posted by proper 
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authority against trespassing, such as cattle pastures, 
military reservations, Barro Colorado Island, water¬ 
sheds, licensed land, etc.; 

(e) On any watershed directly tributary to a reser¬ 
voir or the intake to a reservoir used for the water 
supply of any community; 

(f) Within 100 yards of any of the following: (1) the 
limits of any townsite; (2) any railroad or highway; 
(3) the nearest prism line of the Canal channel; (4) any 
part of Gatun Dam. 

Sec. 5 Areas wherein hunting is permitted, with shot¬ 
guns; with rifles. Hunting with shotguns is allowed in 
any part of the Canal Zone outside of the areas of 
restriction, as defined in the preceding section 4, but 
hunting with rifles is further restricted and is allowed 
only on the west side of the Canal from the north bank 
of the Carabali River to the Atlantic Ocean, exclusive 
of the area which is within one mile of any part of 
Gatun Dam. 

Sec. 6 Carrying and exhibition of permit. Permits 
issued by authority of these regulations or certificates 
of membership in gun or pistol clubs approved as pro¬ 
vided in section 872(b) of title 5, Canal Zone Code, 
shall be kept in the possession of the person to whom 
issued at all times while the privileges granted thereby 
are being exercised. They shall be exhibited, upon de¬ 
mand, to any officer of the Canal Zone police. 

Sec. 7 Effective date. These regulations shall become 
effective on March 1, 1956. 
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Article II 

PROTECTION OF BIRDS AND THEIR NESTS 

PROVISIONS OF CANAL ZONE CODE 
Approved June 19, 1934; as Amended 

Title 2, Sec. 291 Regulations for protection of birds 
and their nests. The Governor of the Canal Zone 
shall: (a) Make and publish suitable regulations, from 
time to time, for the protection of birds and their 

nests within the Canal Zone; and 

(b) Prescribe the form and manner in which birds 
may be hunted therein and the kinds of birds that may 
be hunted and that shall not be molested. 

Title 2, Sec. 292 Taking, disturbing, or killing birds, 
or taking eggs. No person shall hunt, trap, capture, 
willfully disturb, or kill any bird of any kind whatever, 
or take the eggs of any bird, within the Canal Zone, 
except in the form and manner permitted by the regu¬ 
lations provided for by the next preceding section. 

Title 2, Sec. 293 Violations of law or regulations; 
punishment. A violation of any of the provisions of the 
next preceding section or of any of the regulations es¬ 
tablished under section 291 of this title shall be pun¬ 
ished for each offense by a fine of not more than $100, 
or by imprisonment in jail for not more than thirty days. 

REGULATIONS OF GOVERNOR 

Section 1 Hunting , capture , or disturbing of birds 

prohibited generally. Sections 291 to 293 of title 2 of 
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the Canal Zone Code, hereinbefore quoted, embrace 
within their protection all birds of any kind, and they 
may not be hunted, trapped, captured, willfully dis¬ 
turbed, killed, or held except as specifically allowed by 
regulations issued by the Governor of the Canal Zone. 

Sec. 2 Cage birds as domestic pets. Cage birds of the 
following species may be held in captivity as domestic 
pets, and may be pursued for recapture if they escape: 
Canaries, macaws, parrots, parrakeets, and skylarks; 
but such birds may not otherwise be hunted, trapped, 
captured, willfully disturbed, killed, or held in the 
Canal Zone. 

Sec. 3 Birds of prey. Birds of prey in pursuit of 
their quarry may be disturbed or killed. 

Sec. 4 Open seasons for game birds. The following 
game birds may be hunted and killed, by persons hold¬ 
ing Canal Zone hunting permits, only during the sea¬ 
sons indicated and subject to established bag limits: 
(a) From December 1 to June 30 following, both 
dates inclusive, the various species of native wild ducks 
(including guichiche and muscovy), pigeons, doves, and 
native game birds belonging to the families known as 
quail, currasows, and guans. 

(b) From October 1 to February 28 following, both 
dates inclusive, the migratory ducks known as blue¬ 
winged teal, broadbill, mallard, pintail, and shovelar; 
and snipe, curlew, plover, and yellowlegs; and the mi¬ 
gratory shore birds known as Wilson’s or jack-snipe, 
and those known as yellowlegs. 
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Sec. 5 Bag limits for game birds. The bag limit on 
ducks, native or migratory, is 25 per person per day, 
of which not more than 5 may be muscovy or pa to real; 
and on all of the other game birds is 15 of each kind 
per person per day. 

Sec. 6 Possession of bird , nest , or egg as evidence of 
violation. Possession of bird, or any part thereof, plum¬ 
age, nest, or egg shall be prima facie evidence of the 
violation of these regulations upon the part of the per¬ 
son having it in possession, except as such possession 
is covered by permit. 

Sec. 7 Taking of birds for scientific purposes. The 
taking of birds, their nests and eggs, for purely scientific 
purposes may be authorized by the Governor of the 
Canal Zone, provided that any person desiring such 
authority shall first submit in writing satisfactory evi¬ 
dence of his or her object which shall be endorsed by 
some known ornithologist, or the head of a scientific 
institution of good standing. 
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Article III 

FISHING IN CANAL ZONE WATERS 

REGULATIONS OF GOVERNOR 

Section 1 Fishing with explosives not permitted. 
Fishing by means of any kind of explosive is not per¬ 
mitted in the Canal Zone. 

Sec. 2 Fishing at and below Gatun Spillway permitted 
conditionally. Fishing at the Gatun Spillway and in the 
Chagres River within 500 yards below the Spillway 
apron is authorized only under the following conditions: 

(a) Fishing without a pass is prohibited. 

(b) Fishing will be permitted only with a rod and 
reel. The use of hand lines, spears, nets, seines, ex¬ 
plosives, or other means is prohibited, excepting that 
nets and seines may be used for the purpose of ob¬ 
taining bait only. 

(c) Fishing or catching bait from anywhere on the 
Spillway apron is prohibited. 

(d) Fishing from the wall of the Spillway above 
the railway bridge is prohibited. 

(e) Fishing from the wall of the Spillway below 
the railway bridge is prohibited except from behind 
the rail fence. 

(f) Fishing alone from offshore when standing in 
the waters of the Chagres River is prohibited. 

(g) 1 wo or more adults, who are capable swim¬ 
mers, will be permitted to fish from offshore when 
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standing in the waters of the Chagres River, only 
when wearing cleated fishing shoes, shorts, and a life 
preserver, either ring- or vest-type. 

Sec. 3 Fishing at and below Madden Dam and appur¬ 
tenances. Fishing from any part of Madden Dam and 
its appurtenances is prohibited. Fishing below Mad¬ 
den Dam will be permitted only when the following 
regulations are complied with: (a) Fishing without 
pass is prohibited. 

(b) Entrance into the area above the lower edge 
of the concrete apron and a line connecting the apron 
and the power station fence is prohibited. 

(c) Fishermen shall notify the guard at the north 
or south entrance of the dam of their arrival and 
departure and shall respond promptly to any chal¬ 
lenge by the guards. 

Sec. 4 Bathing forbidden in above-described areas. 
Bathing is forbidden in the areas covered by sections 
2 and 3 hereof. 

Sec. 5 Children not permitted in said areas unless 
accompanied. Children will not be permitted within 
the areas covered by sections 2 and 3 hereof, unless 
closely guarded by a capable swimmer. 

Sec. 6 Passes for fishing at or below Gatun Spillway 
and Madden Dam. Passes for fishing at or below Gatun 
Spillway and Madden Dam shall be issued by the Civil 
Affairs Director or such person as may be designated by 
him, on written application accompanied by two photo- 
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graphs of the applicant. Passes issued to minors under 
the age of 15 years shall be valid only when the minor 
is accompanied by a responsible adult. 

Sec. 7 Warning of spilling at Gatun Spillway and 
at Madden Dam. Fishermen will be warned of spilling 
operations at Madden Dam and at Gatun Spillway by 
two siren blasts of 30 seconds each separated by an 
interval of ten seconds 15 minutes prior to the begin¬ 
ning of spilling operations. All persons below Madden 
Dam and Gatun Spillway when such warning signal is 
sounded shall immediately leave the channel for high 
ground. 

Sec. 8 Revocation of pass for violation of conditions. 
Violation of any of the conditions will result in the re¬ 
vocation of the pass. 

Sec. 9 Certain navigation rules affecting fishing quoted. 
Persons fishing in any part of the Canal Zone will be 
governed by the applicable portions of the following 
provisions governing navigation of the Panama Canal 
and adjacent waters (abstracted from the compilation 
‘‘Rules and Regulations Governing Navigation of the 
Panama Canal and Adjacent Waters, 1952 Edition”): 

Sec. 3.18 Nets and other obstructions: No fishing 
nets or other obstructions shall be placed in any of 
the navigable waters of the Canal Zone. 

[35 CFR 4.156, as adopted CZO 30, Jan. 6, 1953: 18 F.R. 280] 

Sec. 7.25 (Lights); small rowing boats under oars or 
sail. Small rowing boats, whether under oars or sail 
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shall only be required to have ready at hand an 
electric torch or a lighted lantern showing a white 
light, which shall be exhibited in sufficient time to 
prevent collision.

One of the last birds taken was a Meocmbrinibis which 
was known from hear the Oosta Mean border with one old record supposedly 
from the Canal Zone. It has never been found before, so far as I know, 
in eastern Panama. We found the Indians friendly and living conditions 
were nofs too bad. It is fortunate however that we went in when we did 
since• with the onset of the dry season country 'which in the rains is largely 
flooded dries up almost immediately so that we had some difficulty with 
the water supply for camp use. We leave promptly for the lower end of the 
Aauero Peninsula on a trip that will last until toward the end of March. 


It say be desirable to check with Oehser relative to progress on page 
proof for the check-list. I hope there will be a good sized chunk of this 
waiting for me on return the first of April.

Coil la cooperation de algunas instituciones cien¬ 
tificas norteamericanas y de algunas dependencias 
de la Union Panamericana, el Museo Nacional de 
Panama esta desarrollando, desde hace algunos anos, 
lina interesantisima labor de enriquecimiento y or- 
dcnacion de los elementos con que cuenta. Ademas, 
la direction de esa institution ha contribuido deci- 
sivamente a la realization de algunas investigacio- 
ries sobre la flora y la fauna de diferentes regiones 
del pais, con esplendidos resultados que mucho han 
de servir a! desarrollo de la personalidad cultural 
y cientifica de nuestra nation. 

En efecto, la Direccion del Museo Nacional ha 
conseguido en el exterior la ayuda de tecnicos y ex- 
pertos, pagados con fondos de sociedades cientificas 
qorteamericanas, para llevar a cabo la dificil tarea 
de clasificar y ordenar materiales que han sido en- 
contrados en el subsuelo. Restos de civilizaciones 
indigenas, huesos de animales prehistoricos y otros 
ejementos de grain valor arqueologico y antropologi- 
co, han sido descubiertos por expediciones en esa for- 
ipa organizadas. Y los estudios de esa manera rea- 
lizados, contribuiran sin duda de manera valiosa al 
inejor conocimiento de nuestro pasado que es, a fin 
de cuentas, la raiz de nuestro presente y de nuestro 
fpturo. 

Lo import ante del caso es que al Gobierno Na¬ 
tional tales labores apenas si le han costado sumas 
relativamente pequenas. En realidad, el Museo Na¬ 
cional no cuenta mas que con una partida global, 
que no llega a mil balboas anuales, para la adquisi- 
cion de elementos con que enriquecerse y para la rea¬ 
lizacion de sus investigaciones cientificas. Esa par¬ 
tida ni siquiera es suficiente para pagar los gastos 
de transporte de los investigadores de uno a otro lu- 
gar del pais. No pocas veces el Museo pierde la 
©portunidad de adquirir valiosas piezas, elementos 
fundamentales que deben estar en esa institucion 
porque se trata de patrimonios culturales de la na¬ 
cion, porque no hay dinero con que pagarlos. 

Los paises jovenes, como el nuestro, necesitan 
vfgorizar sii tradicion cultural y cientifica. El pa- 
sAdo historico es fundamental para el conocimiento 
que de si mismo debe tener un pueblo. En el caso 
especial de Panama, rodeado por toda clase de in- 
fluencias que pueden minar su personalidad natio¬ 
nal, el conocimiento y valorizacion de las raices de 
su civilizacidn, de los fundamentos de su arte, de los 
elementos naturales que lo integran, es indispensa¬ 
ble y urgente. 

Es mucho, sin duda, lo que esta haciendo el Mu¬ 
seo Nacional con los escasos recursos con que cuen- 
ta, y ello ha sido posible merced al desprendimiento 
de las instituciones oficiales y privadas del extran- 
jero que en forma tan altruista estan cooperando con 
la institucion. Pero ya es tiempo de que el Museo 
iNacional cuente con las partidas que realmente ne- 
cesita para sus adquisiciones e investigaciones. por¬ 
que no es posible depender eternamente de la filan- 
tropia de los demas para una cuestion tan impor- 
tante como la mision cultural e historica que a esa 
institucion eorresponde.

I am in receipt of your letter of November 11 
regarding your trip to Panama next month. 


hen I received the letter from Dr. Howell 


it was assumed that you were coming alone to Tonosi. Personally 
it would make no differance to either ray wife or myself if the 
party was larger but unfortunately we do not have accommodations 
Poi* three. There are only the two of us but we have a general 

store and owing to the local conditions and also the laws^ we 
furnish board and housing for our employees. This means that 
there are from eight to ten persons in the house at all times. 


This means that we are using three houses,all 


we have for the store living and sleeping quarters. Owing to 
the differances in sex age and families it is impossible to 
double up very much. To add three more would really mean four 
more as we would have to get another to help in ohe kitchen 
and we do not have the facilities for that. 

While the Valley of Tonosi is large, some five thousandpeople 
the town itself is very small and there are practically no 
houses of any kind that could be secured for a short or 
long stay. Nothing like a small Fension or any place to take 
in boarders and only a couple of houses where you could get 
any kind of meals. 


I know from what I have heard that you are 


much interested in seeing this part of the country and we 
are willing to do whatever we can to help you out. I would 
suggest that you come to Las Tablas, there is a good hotel 
there, and then make the trip over here by plane yourself 
and look over the place and see what you can do. ii/ will 
be much easier that way for you know better than anyone 
else just what you can get by with. 


Am sending a copy of this letter to my 


daughter in the Zone so you can write her or take up 
anything regarding your trip with her. 

We will do anything possible to help you 
out but it is best you see for yourself first. 


There are several planes a day from Las 


Tablas and the trip over only takes about twenty minutes 
so it is easy to come and go that way in fact it is about 
the only way. You can let us know

Dear Mr. Pecks 

I have been delimited recently to receive a letter from Dr. Thomas 
H, Howell at Los Angeles, forwarding yours of October 19. It is very 
kind of you to extend so cordial an invitation to me, and I look lorward 
to meeting you and your daughter Helen, and to a view of the birdlife 
of the Tonosi Valley. 

For the past ten years I have worked in Panama in connection with a 
long-term project for a book on the birdlife of the entire republic. In 
th® course of this I have worked across from eastern Darien to the Costa 
Rican border in Chiriqul, and have assembled much information and a very 
good collection of specimens. In my field studies I have been covering 
so far as possible areas that have not been worked by others. Among one 
places for which we have no information on the birdlife the Tonosi Valley 
is one of the important ones remaining. In 1948 I was located for two 
months in Parita and covered the eastern side of the Asuero Peninsula 
from the Rio Santa Maria down to Punta Mala. During the dry season in 
the early part of this year I had a distant view of the Tonosi Valley 
from the sea in a journey to and from Coiba Island where I lived for five 
weeks. 

While I have been in Banara£ during the rains at various times, I 
appreciate fully what you say relative to roads and trails. We plan to 
come south this year immediately after Christmas and to be in the field 
until April. In addition to Tonosi, I am planning some work on the Rio 
Mandinga on the edge of the San Bias country, and at least one other 
point. I will have to make up my schedule a little later when I have the 
information relative to the other places, but will let you and your daughv 
know well in advance our definite schedule. 

Mrs. Wetmore accompanies me in field work and in the usual operation 
we have a little house or camp which is her province while I am engaged 
with collecting, notes, and preparation of specimens. I also have as 
assistant one of the sons of Luis Hartmann of Chiriquf who has been my. 
helper for three seasons. As there will be three o/us, I am afraid this 
will be crowding your hospitality, and possibly we can arrange to secure 
a small house in Tonosi or nearby for the period of our stay. We wouxd 
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probably be in th e area for at least two weeks. I wish that the valley 
were a little more easily accessible as I have a jeep in Panama that I 
use ordinarily in this field work. However, difficulty of access is one 
of the reasons that ornithologists have nob descended on you earlier. 

I am writing a little note to your daughter also to tell her that 
we will be in touch with her soon after our arrival in the Banal Zone 
and will enclose a carbon copy of this letter.

RESULTS OF RECENT STUDIES OF YELLOW 
FEVER IN MIDDLE AMERICA 

Preliminary Note*!

The Gorgas Memorial Laboratory, Pan¬ 
ama, in cooperation with the Pan American 
Sanitary Bureau, has been engaged for the 
past seven years in studies relating to the 
epidemiology of sylvan yellow fever in the 
Middle American area. During the past year 
the Gorgas Memorial Laboratory has re¬ 
ceived financial support for the yellow fever 
work from the Office of the Surgeon General, 
Department of the Army. 

This disease appeared in Panama in the 
final months of 1948 after an absence of 43 
years and has progressed in wave-like fashion 
through Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Honduras 
and into Guatemala where it is presently 
active in forest primates. While there have 
been a number of human fatalities recognized 
(six in Panama, 37 in Costa Rica, 11 in 
Nicaragua and one in Honduras), serious 
threat to the human population has been 
largely circumvented by prompt preventive 
measures. During the last year and a half 
the known fatalities have been limited to 
monkeys. After reaching Honduras in 
1953-54 virus activity became inapparent 
for a period of more than a year and did not 
again become evident until December 1955. 
Recent results of the yellow fever studies, 
which are still in progress, are of such public 
health significance that it seems desirable 
to present a preliminary summary. 

1. In January 1956 the Gorgas Memorial 
Laboratory received from the P.A.S.B. office

in Guatemala the liver of a dead howling 
monkey (. Alouatta ) found by Dr. Jorge 
Boshell in the Rio San Francisco del Mar 
area on the east coast of Guatemala. Post¬ 
mortem degenerative changes were so pro¬ 
nounced that a definite diagnosis could not 
be made, but it was the opinion of one of us 
(C. M. J.) that the animal had died of yel¬ 
low fever. The following month, February 
1956, five additional liver specimens from 
howling monkeys were obtained and sent 
to the Gorgas Memorial Laboratory by Dr. 
Boshell. Of these five, four showed the 
changes characteristic of yellow fever infec¬ 
tion (two from near Esparta, Honduras, one 
from Las Caobas, Guatemala, and one from 
Rio Blanco, Bananera, Guatemala). The 
fifth specimen (from La Barra, Guatemala) 
was negative. An additional howling monkey 
liver from Pedrera del Tipon, Guatemala, 
received 12 May 1956, was histologically 
positive. In addition yellow fever virus was 
recovered by Dr. Enid de Rodaniche from 
a glycerinated specimen of the same liver. 

2. Since the established South American 
vectors of yellow fever had been found to be 
rare in Honduras and completely absent in 
Guatemala, an attempt was made to deter¬ 
mine the species of mosquito responsible for 
transmission in these areas. Beginning in 
late March, 1956, mosquitoes were collected 
in Guatemala under the supervision of Dr. 
Jorge Boshell in zones in which there was 
evidence of epizootic activity. They were 
forwarded on ice to the Gorgas Memorial 
Laboratory in Panama where they were 
identified and sorted into batches by species 
by Drs. Harold Trapido and Pedro Galindo. 
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Virus isolations were undertaken by Dr. 
Enid de Rodaniche. Yellow fever virus has 
been recovered from six such batches of 
Haemagogus mesodentatus , and from two of H. 
equinus , and one of Sabethes chloropterus. 

3. Transmission experiments had pre¬ 
viously been conducted at the Gorgas 
Memorial Laboratory with Central Ameri¬ 
can species of Haemagogus and with Sabe¬ 
thes chloropterus. It was shown that H. 
equinus , H. mesodentatus and a related but 
as yet undescribed species from the Pacific 
side of Guatemala are experimental vectors. 
One transmission by bite was also obtained 
with S. chloropterus. A report of these ex¬ 
periments is shortly to be submitted for 
publication (Galindo, Rodaniche and Tra- 
pido. “ Experimental transmission of yellow 
fever by Central American species of Haema¬ 
gogus and Sabethes chloropterus”) 

4. Field work by Drs. Pedro Galindo and 
Harold Trapido in Panama, Central Amer¬ 
ica, Mexico and Texas has furnished exten¬ 
sive data on the distribution of the above 
mosquitoes. Haemagogus mesodentatus oc¬ 
curs from the Atlantic side rain forest of 
Panama near the Costa Rican border north 
along the Atlantic versant of Middle Amer¬ 
ica to the end of the neotropical faunal zone 
near Tamazunchale, San Luis Potosi, 
Mexico. The northernmost specimens were 
collected in a coffee plantation at Ciudad 
Santos (formerly known as Tancanhuitz), 
82 miles southwest of Tampico. The rapid 
drop in precipitation north of this point 
limits the range of this forest-inhabiting 
species. This point is also the northern limit 
of the continuous distribution of monkeys. 
Field experience has shown that H. meso¬ 
dentatus is much more abundant in Mexico 
and Guatemala than it is to the south. It 
has been taken from near sea-level in Mexico 
to an elevation of 4,200 feet in Panama. 
The other closely related but as yet unde¬ 
scribed species which has been shown to 
transmit yellow fever in the laboratory has 
been found on the Pacific side from El Salva¬ 
dor north to the southern border of the Mexi¬ 
can state of Sinaloa. This species, or a rac 


of it, occurs from near sea-level to 5,000 feet 
in Chiapas. Haemagogus equinus has the 
most extensive range of any Middle Ameri¬ 
can species of this genus. It has been found 
to be abundant on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific slopes. On the Pacific slope it has 
been taken as far north as San Bias, Naya- 
rit, Mexico. The extreme limit of its distri¬ 
bution on the Pacific side has not yet been 
determined. On the Atlantic side it extends 
beyond the limits of the neotropical zone to 
the vicinity of Brownsville, Texas, (See 
Trapido and Galindo, Science , 1956, Vol. 
123, p. 634). This species is the least dis¬ 
criminating of any Middle American Haema¬ 
gogus in its choice of habitat. It has been 
found biting man not only in tropical rain 
forest and tropical deciduous forest, but 
also in areas of semi-arid scrub vegetation, 
coastal mangrove, and even in peridomestic 
situations. It occurs from sea-level to about 
4,500 feet. Sabethes chloropterus occurs on 
both the Atlantic and Pacific slopes and 
has been taken at a maximum altitude of 
of 4,500 feet in western Panama. Its northern 
limit approximates that of H. mesodentatus 
near Tamazunchale. 

The neotropical forests extend north 
from the present area of virus activity in 
Guatemala, across the Peten of Guatemala 
and the Mexican versant as far as the south¬ 
eastern comer of the Mexican state of San 
Luis Potosi, except where it is broken by 
cultivation and limited areas of savannah 
and pine woods. This forest carries with it 
the monkeys and mosquitoes ( Haemagogus 
mesodentatus and H. equinus , and possibly 
Sabethes chloropterus ) which are capable of 
sustaining yellow fever in nature. Barring 
the intervention of some climatic factor 
which cannot be predicted, it is possible 
that this yellow fever wave which has passed 
from Panama to Guatemala will continue to 
the limits of the tropical forests. While one 
of the vectors, H. equinus , is present beyond 
this point, monkeys are absent. It would 
be necessary to determine the potential 
role of other animals as reservoirs before 
judging the possibility of sustained trans¬ 
mission farther to the north. 




Washington, D. C., June 20, 1956.—The appointment of Dr. Carl B, 
Koford as resident naturalist of the Smithsonian Institution's Canal Zone 
Biological Area, a tropical-forest and wildlife preserve on Barro Colorado 
Island, was announced today by Dr. Leonard Carmichael, Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution. Dr. Koford will assume his new duties on June 30. 

The new resident mturalist succeeds Mr. James Zetek, who, because 
of illness, recently retired after U5 years of service in the Canal Zone. 
During most of this time Mr. Zetek was with the United States Department

of Agriculture and the Smithsonian Institution. 

Dr. Koford has been a research zoologist at the University of Califor¬ 
nia's Museum of Vertebrate Zoology, where he has conducted research on the 
distribution, behavior, and ecology of birds and mammals. Probably the 
best known of his works is a monograph on the California condor, published 
by the National Audubon Society. For that work he was made an elective 
member of the American Ornithologists' Union and received the terrestrial 
ecology award of the American Wildlife Society. He has also conducted 
research at the Hastings Natural History Reservation in California and has 
collected many specimens of birds and mammals at localities in Mexico and 

South America. He spent two years in Peru and Chile, making collections 

a 

and gathering material for/treatise on the vicuna and for papers on tina- 
mous, rodents, and other animals of the high Andes. En route to Peru he 
made his first acquaintance with Barro Colorado Island and the Canal

Zone, where he will now be stationed. 
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The Canal Zone Biological Area came into being in 1923 under the 
sponsorship of the National Research Council. The pioneers of this 
endeavor ire re Mr* Zetek, who had gone to the Canal Zone in 1911 as an en¬ 
tomologist and had served the Republic of Panama, the Canal Zone Board of 
Health Laboratory, and the U. S. Department of Agriculture! and the late 
Dr. Thomas Barbour, of Harvard's Museum of Comparative Zoology. It was 
Mr. Zetek who urged Governor Jay J. Morrow of the Canal Zone to approve 
Barro Colorado Island as a biological preserve. 

Since that time the island has been visited by distinguished 
scientists from all over the world who have studied such things as blood¬ 
sucking flies, tropical plants, stingless bees', birds, army ants, spiders, 
termites, and fungus. Probably nowhere else in the world can be found 
the combination of unspoiled tropical jungle and healthful laboratory 
surroundings that attracts visiting scientists. 

However, the biological area did not achieve permanent status until 
19ir0, when Congress officially authorized the reservation of the area for 
scientific study. No appropriation was then made, but during World War II 
several Government agencies contributed to its support while important 
research was going on. In 191*6 the Canal Zone Biological Area became a 
branch of the Smithsonian Institution.
